JOB FAIR A 
HUGE SUCCESS 


The theme was "Law Enforcement — 
Career of the Decade" and, judging from 
the response to the first Job Fair held Nov 
18 at the Oakland Convention Center, the 
choice was an apt one 

Some 10,000 interested men and 
women attended the fair from noon to 8 
p.m. Two thousand visitors came to view 
the exhibits and demonstrations in the first 
90 minutes 

Eighty-six agencies, including municipal 
police and sheriffs departments, state and 
federal agencies, regional' police acad- 
emies, colleges with administration of jus- 
tice programs and minority and female 
peace officer associations, participated in 
the event which was sponsored by the 
California Law Enforcement Association of 
Recruiters (CLEAR) 

Some of the agencies ran out of job ap- 
plication forms and had to send out for 
more or enlist the services of a nearby copy 
center 

"There is a very high interest on the part 
of the public for law enforcement jobs," 
said Michael Wong, BART employment 
manager and chairperson of CLEAR 

"A combined effort such as this involving 
a large number of agencies is very attrac- 
tive to candidates and this approach 
appears to be far more cost effective than 
traditional methods." 

The idea for a law enforcement job fair 
originated with BART staffers seeking to 
upgrade the quality of police recruits. It 
soon became apparent that the task was 
much too big for one agency to handle and 
CLEAR came into being with Gus De La 
Torre of BART's Affirmative Action Depart-

A BIG THANKS TO ALL UNITED WAY DONORS 


Once again BART's United Way fund- 
raising campaign shattered the previous 
record by bringing in a total of $86,471.24, 
an increase of nearly $10,000 over the 
1985 total 

The funds were donated by 1,247 em- 
ployees, a 17 per cent increase over the 
previous year 

Fifty-seven per cent of BART employees 
contributed to the drive which began with a 
kick-off rally Oct. 15 at Lake Merritt and 
ended Nov. 28. 

An obviously elated Sgt. Ben Dabalos, 
chief coordinator of the campaign, attrib- 
uted the success of the drive to the ded- 
ication and drive of his fellow coordinators 
Al Garcia of Hayward Yard, John Siersema 
of Information Systems and Linda Vas- 
quez of Station Ops, who were responsible 
for rounding up a record number of prizes 

Sgt. Dabalos also praised the efforts of 
the 61 donor reps who "went out there and 
contacted employees and contributed to 
the success of this campaign." 

One of those "donor reps," Minna Green 
of Hayward ERS, was singled out for a 
special award for returning 33 out of 39 
cards. She won three days and two nights 
for two at the Sundowner Hotel and Casino 
in Reno with bus transportation provided 
by Lucky Tours of San Francisco 

The annual drive was launched with a 
day-long program in which speakers and 
entertainers traveled from LMA to Hay- 
ward, Concord and Richmond Yards

BART Confirms 
Extension Policy 


On Thursday, October 23, 1986, the 
BART Board of Directors adopted a new 
Extension Staging Policy reaffirming 
BART's commitment to extend BART rails 
into Alameda and eastern Contra Costa 
County and supporting the development of 
future San Francisco transit projects bene- 
ficial to both BART and San Francisco 
MUNI. 

The newly revised policy puts the prop- 
osed extension to the San Francisco Inter- 
national Airport under the category of ex- 
tensions falling outside the boundaries of 
the present BART District. When the Exten- 
sion Staging Policy was originally adopted 
in 1984, the San Francisco Airport exten- 
sion was included among projects to be 
built within the BART District 

The Board decision to revise the exten- 
sion staging policy-results from a decision 
to build a BART station in the Colma/Serra- 
monte area. Discussions about this station 
are under way with San Mateo Country 
Peninsula Transit Alternatives Project 
(PENTAP) has identified a need for a 
BART station in South San Francisco and 
one near the Tanforan Shopping Center in 
San Mateo. The present PENTAP planning 
and its ultimate decisions will make the 
extension to the San Francisco Internation- 
al Airport most definitely a San Mateo 
County extension. 

The revised extension policy now pro- 
vides San Francisco with extension oppor-

“Early in 1987 BART and AC Transit riders 
Will; forthe first time, be able to use a single 
ticket for travel on both systems. 

A six-month demonstration project de- 
signed to determine the feasibility of the 
program and identify the market is tenta- 
tively scheduled to get under way some- 
time in January or early February, 1987. 

The new joint ticket is designed to make 
it easier on patrons using both transit sys- 
tems by reducing the need to use transfers 
or cash. 

The new BART/AC Transit joint ticket will 
have a totally different look as compared to

the present BART tickets. The new ticket 
will have various stored values for use as a 
BART ticket, depending on the users 
needs, and will be encoded with the dates 
of designated semi-monthly period 

A special feature of the BART portion of 
the new ticket is the "last ride bonus." If a 
value of at least five cents remains on the 
BART ticket, the rider will be allowed to 
make one more additional trip without 
adding to the value of the ticket. After the 
stored value of the ticket has been ex- 
hausted, the ticket will be returned to the 
user as he or she exits BART. The ticket 
may then continue to be used as a "flash 
pass" on AC Transit buses for the remain- 
ing time of the semi-monthly period.

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Best Driver Drives BART Express Buses 


The best bus driver in North America is 
AC Transit's Rick Vierra, who drives BART 
express buses on the D-Line, in the Walnut 
Creek-Dublin area, and the U-line, in the 
Hayward-Livermore area. 

Vierra, a 17-year veteran with AC Transit, 
won the honor Oct. 8 by out-performing 58 
other drivers competing in the American 
Public Transit Association (APTA) Bus 
Roadeo in Detroit 

His score was a near-perfect 640 out of a 
possible 650 points, earned by competing 
in a variety of tests ranging from verbal and 


written exams to a seven-minute precision 
driving performance. 

The Livermore resident is a three-time 
winner of AC Transit's Roadeo (1986, 1985 
and 1977) and took second place in the 
Northern California regional Roadeo in 
Santa Cruz in August. 

Vierra spends a great deal of his time 
training new drivers in the skills of his pro- 
fession. In recognition of his accomplish- 
ment, his face now adorns the sides of AC 
Transit buses on the advertising boards 
that usually promote commercial products.

Margaret K. Pryor of Oakland became 
the first woman president of the BART 
Board of Directors when she was unani- 
mously elected to the position at the Dec. 4 


bA 
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meeting. Barclay Simpson of Orinda was 
elected as vice-president for the coming 
year. 

The new president named recently 
elected BART Director Arlo Smith of San 
Francisco as chairman of the Public 
Affairs, Access and Legislation Commit- 
tee. Other appointments made by Pryor 
were John Kirkwood of San Francisco, who 
will head the Engineering and Operations 
Committee, and Arthur J. Shartsis of Oak- 
land, who will chair the Administration 
Committee. 

In brief remarks following her election, 
Pryor pledged to pay more attention to the 
Bay Area's disabled community, noting 
that she would insist that quarterly reports 
from BART's elderly and handicapped task 
force be made to the board through 
Smith's committee. 

Pryor also called for support of a prog- 
ram to rehabilitate BART's transit vehicle 
fleet and said the board needs to focus on 
its $500 million transit improvement prog- 
ram, including the incorporation of 150 
new cars into the existing fleet, the phas- 
ing-in of a new automatic train control sys- 
tem and expansion of service 

BART, said Pryor, is the Bay Area's basic 
transportation network.
